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Continuation of 13. Other: Regarding claim 1, the Applicant indicates that Raz does not discose identifying a custom field, and adding a 
validation code to the custom field (page 9). The Examiner disagrees, because Raz teaches the conversion of a paper form to HTML, by 
converting or customizing fields to HTML format, and then adding validation code to such fields (col.
